It is In the form of indus- 
trial insurance, and calls for w eekly pay- 
ments. The date of Issue is Feb. 17,1897. 
The premiums were promptly paid up 
to the time1 of Mrs. Morrison's death.

at the local offices of the insurance com- 
pany and presented t\ie policy for pay- 
ment.

A 
majority, consisting of all the mem- 
bers except Littlefield of Maine and 
B*earmond, of Missouri, favored 
ex- 


clusion at the outset. 


Littlefield and Dearmond will make 


a minority report favorable to seating 
Roberts on his prima faci rights and 
then expell him. 


The statement of facts found by the 


committee follows: "We find B. 
Hr- 


Roberts was elected as representative 
to the 56th congress from the state of 
Utah and was at the date of his elec- 
tion above the age 35 years; that he has 
been more than seven years a natural- 
ized citizen of the United States and 
was an inhabitant of the state of Utah. 


We further find that about 1878 he 


married Louisa Smith, his first and 
lawful wife, with whom ever since he 
lived as such and who, Plnce her mar- 
riage has borne him six children. 
| 
"That about 1SS5 he mained as a 


,' plural wife, Celia Dibble, with whom 


I he ever since lived as such and whom, 
| since such marriage, has borne him 
| six children, of whom the last were 
twins, Born August 11, 1897. 


"That some years after said marraige 


to Celia Dibble he contracted another 
plural marriage 
with 
Margaret C. 


Shipp, with •uhom he ever since lived 
in the habit and repute of marriage. 
It does not appear he held her out as 
wife before January, 1S97, or that be- 
fore that date she held him out as 
husband, or that before that date they 
were reputed to be husband and wife. 


"These facts are generally known in 


Utah, publicly charged against her 
during his campaign, for election, and 
not denied by him; that the testimony 
bearing in these facts were taken in the 
presence of Roberts and he fully cross 
examined witnesses, but declined to 
place himself on the witness stand."

Ewing in the Capitol hotel yesterdaj 
Dwnaree, Julian, Golden and McEwing 
were bystanders ^jnd were shoi by acci- 
dent. Colson was shot in the arm, but 
not seriously hurt. After the shooting 
he gave himself up. Later a warrant 
was sworn out by Clint Fogg, who wit- 
nessed the killing. Fogg says Colson 
shot first. Julian was thought to be only 
slightly hurt, but '-» died of shock and 
IOFS of blood. 


The killing occurred in the lobby of 


the Capitol note], which was densely 
packed with people, who are here at- 
tending the trial of the contests before 
the legislature. Persons who were ir. 
the hotpl ivlipn the tragedy occurred saj 
fully 20 shots were fired. Scott, -svlic 
was the first killed, was a nephew of ex- 
Governor Bradley. Demaree was as 
sistant postmaster at Shelbyvllle and ; 
prominent Republican politician. 


The trouble between Scott and Colsor 


which began in the army last year, re- 
suited in Colson being shot by Scott 
and it has been predicted since that orv 
or both would be killed should they mef 
as they did yesterday. Colonel Col.eon , 
in a highly nervous state resulting fro 
excitf-ment attending the tragedy. 


Accounts of th? killing differ, and it i 


impossible to give detail further th. 
that while Colson and a party of frknt. 
were standing In the southwest corn< 
of the hotel lobby, Scott camo into th 
hotel and when near Colson the fir:,i 
began. Scott, after being shot, walk' 
backward toward tho stairway leadii f 
to the barroom and fell down the stall. 
dead, as he reached them. His bou. 
rolled over agninFt the barroom dooi, 
and as It did Colonel Col&on, who fol- 
lowed, shooting at every step, fired one 
or more shots into the proir, rate form. 


Tir.ma.-np who was killed in the gen- 


eral fusillade, was .shot twice, oiie ball 
plerciiig the head and the other either 
penr-trating the heart or gsflng directly 
under it. 


The most profound lorrcw exists over 


the accidental killing of Demaree and 
Julian, and the feeling against Colson 
among their friends Is excefidlngly bit- 
ter. Charles Julian waB one of 
the 


wealthiest farmers of this county and 
belonKed to one of Kentucky's best 
known families. 


Examination of Scott's body shows 


that he was shot at least MX times. 


fact that a part of the bullets were of 38 
and part of 44 caliber indicates that he 
was shot by somebody else, or that Col- 
son had two revolvers. "Witnesses to 
the killing say that Demaree was direct- 
ly between Scott and Colson when the 
shooting began, and that he was killed 
by the first shot fired. 


Colson lives at Middlesboro and repre- 


sented the Eleventh district in congress 
for two terms, Scott was a young law- 
yer living at Mount Sterling and was a 
lieutenant in Colson's regiment in the 
Spanish war. 


When the killing occurred the city wag 


thrown into a state of the greatest ex- 
citement, it being supposed at first that 
it was the result of a clash growing out 
of the political contests or trial in the 
legislature. 


Captain B. B. Golden, who is thought 


to be fatally wounded, Is a lawyer, who 
lives at Barboursville, and was captain 
of the Kentucky cavalry troop during 
the Spanish-American war. 


Captain Golden made a statement in 


which ha said no words passed between 
Scott and Colson before the shooting, 
and that Colson fired first. 


W. O. Ridpath of Chicago sustained 


a broken leg by the litek-ss foi m of Scott 
falling against him as it rolled down the 
stairway. 
Captain Golden, when shot, 


reeled to one side, faling into the arms of 
ex-Uovernor MrCi eery. 


It was later learned that Colson used 


two revolvers, one of 3S and the-other of 
44 calibre. 
The battle was terrific, and 


bullets fairly rainud through the lobby, 
Beveral going wild and piercing window 
glass, wails and furniture.

son reached the residence of Chief Will- 
iams he was almost 
exhausted, and 


gasped "I am sorry he would not let 
me alone.

The wildest excitement prevailed at

public. 


National emotion is now in a state of 
disquietude over the reverses to British

from the railroad committee because of 
bis anti-corporation tendencies. 


There have been hints on the floor of 


the house, taken to indicate the policy 
of the minority, that the Boston and 
'Albany lease may be sent to the people 
at the polls for rati3cation or rejection.

FELICES HUJSX FALJt 


The United States Investor prints a 


long arid able article touching prices, 
which presents the question admirably. 
iWe make extracts without comment: 


The exercise of a little common sense 


will demonstrate that one of two things 
must happen, either commodity prices 
must fall, or wages and salaries must 
rise. During 1899 the general level of 
commodity prices rose between twenty 
and thirty per cent, but as regards a 
large part of the community there was 
absolutely no increase in income, while 
in Uie case of some there was an in- 
creae which fell far short of the figure 
representing the advance in prices. 
These are facts which cannot be con- 
troverted, and the conclusion is inevit- 
able,-.

Allen Sant;Te« contributes to ATns-

Africa.

"You land in South Africa at the 


foot of a mountain 3000 feet 
hl£'h. 


They call it Table Mountain and the 
veil of mist that, excepting on very 
clear days, overhangs it. South Afri- 
cans are pleased 'o term the "Table- 
cloth." 
Presenting a front of solid 


rock 1000 feet in height, Tjemendic- 
ular as a, wall, and for half a mile 
on top quite level, this mountain offers 
the best natural sign-boards on earth. 
Time and again have English firms 
attempted with fabulous sums to se- 
cure it for advertising purposes, but 
as yet there has been no such deface- 
ment. 


"Table Mountain marks the tip end 


of the Dark Continent. 
Below it nes- 


tles the city of Cape Town, a beauti- 
ful bay stretching- out m 
the 
fore- 


ground. 
On the west the mountain 


breaks off abruptly, ajid the railroad 
skirts about to the interior On the 
east it slopes off Inita a hilly, pictur- 
esque formation known as the 'Lion's 
Back,' and then gradually rises into 
the Drakensburg Mountains. This is 
the only great mountain range south 
of the Zambesi, and by noting1 its lo- 
cation, one may 
understand 
in 
a 


trice just what South Africa is geo- 
grahpically. 


Steaming' along the east coast from 


Cape Cotony northward, you have the 
Drakensburg in view nearly all the 
way to Beira, 
a. distance 
of 
2000 


miles. In Cape Colony and Natal the 
mountains in many places dip to the 
water's edge, and with, a field glass 
one may see on their crage and peaks 
smoke curling' up from the native vil- 
lages. 
In Poi'tuguesie territory the 


mountains recede: slightly 
from 
the 


coast and at Delagoa bay there is an 
intervening stretch of lowland twenty 
miles wide. At Beira this has increased 
to sixty miles. At Zambesi the Drak- 
ensburg- ends. 


"Tb get into the interior df South 


Africa from any of the five east coast 
landing places, Port Elizabeth, East 
London, Durban, Delagoa Bay a,nd Be- 
ira, one must first cross a short ex- 
tent of lowland, and then ascend steep 
mountains Having arrived there, the 
traveler is conscious of little or no de- 
scent five-sixths of the whole interior 
being a vast plateau that extends to 
the Zambesi on the morth. the Atlan- 
tic ocean on the west, and varies in 
altitude from 3000 to 6000 feet above 
the sea leveL 


"A fringe of tropical country, where 


bloom the magnolia and the 
rose, 


where flourish the orange, pineapple, 
lemon, guano, grape, banana, the cot- 
ton and the tea plant; a long stretch 
of mountains running parallel with the 
Indian Ocean, the highest peaks of 
which are capped with snow, and in 
whose valleys wave tracts of wheat 
and corn; a vast prairie, dotted here 
and there with patches of scrub wood-

Earl Gray jacfineo F-uglaucTs Position 


Earl Grey, who for some time ruled 


the British colony of Rhodesia as high 
commissioner, contributes to the Jan- 
uary number of the North American 
Review an exhaustive article, narrat- 
ing from the British point of view 
the history of the events which have 
culminated in the South African war. 
Earl Grey writes in a temperate way 
frankly acknowledging and pointing 
out cardinal mistakes committed by 
the British government in their deal- 
ing with the Dutch in the Transvaal, 
but on the whole finding ample justi- 
fication for the British government in 
their efforts to protect the IHtlanders, 
and in their recent action toward the 
"oligarchy" at Pretoria. Earl Grey 
describes the condition of the "Uit- 
landers: 


"The position of the Uitlanders grew 


steadily worse and worse. The alter- 
ations which were made in the fran- 
chise laws, so far from meeting their 
mii|st legitimate demamlsy increased 
the disabilities imposed upon them. 
The high court was placed in com- 
plete subordination to the executive, 
who frequently refused to abide by its 
decisions. The use of the English lan- 
guage both in the courts of law and 
government offices was forbidden. In 
government schools, paid for by the 
Tlitlandcrs, the Dutch language was 
the sole medium of instruction for the 
older children. Even in municipal mnt- 
ters the inhabitants of Johannesburg 
were prevented from exercising any 
control, with the result that the num- 
ber of deaths caused by neglect of the 
most elementary sanitary regulations 
was appiUing; the police, composed 
nf country Boors, were Ignorant, brti- 
tnl and corrupt, and a standing men- 
ace to the persons and nrr.ycrly nf the 
unurmed Uitlanders; tha. government

Lawyer Shaw claimed they were in- 
flicted in a dark corner of the barn by 
a third party, one Daniels, who had a 
grudge against Amddocn, and who was 
in the vicinty at the time of the affray, 
though tho evidence as to whether he 
was inside or outside the barn at the 
time was conflicting. The defense was 
that Miller could not have inflicted the 
wound. On Amide's head Is a two 
and one-half inch cut, which was prob- 
ably made by a part of a mowing ma- 
chino. Ther e appears to have been 
no bitter enmity between Amidon and 
Miller.

Story Abont F. R. Btirnhnni, "UTso 
"Will Be on General Roberts' Strtffl. 
F. R. Burnham, the scout, who is en 


route from Alaska to South Africa, 
where he goes to jnin the staff of Com- 
mander In Chief Roberts, has been in 
the pay of the British before in a simi- 
lar capacity to that which he is now on 
his way to undertake. This was in the 
Matabele campaign of 
180G, when 


Burnham was of great use to the Eng- 
lish officers in teaching them the sci- 
ence of scouting as understood on the 
plains in the days of our Indian wars, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Colonel Baden-Powell, in command of 
the force at Mafekiug, writes .is fol- 
lows in his work, "The Matabele Cam- 
paign, 1896:" 


"Burnham, the American scout, is a 


most delightful companion on a scout- 
ing trip. He is amusing, interesting 
and most instructive, and, having seen 
service against the red Indians, he 
brings quite a new experience to bear 
on the scouting work here. Nothing 
escapes his quick, roving eye, whether 
It is on the horis;on or at his feet, and 
he is a perfect treasure in a country 
where kopjes are more numerous than 
Is pleasant for one's equanimity. Here 
is a single instance of his value to us: 
A rumor was rife that the natives 
southwest of us intended rising. 
Hith- 


erto they had remained quiet, and the 
road toward Mafeking had not been 
stopped. Now it looked as if our com- 
munications would be blocked and our 
supplies cut 
off. 


"At the west end of the matopos 


lived a priest of the m'limo, and the 
people took their orders from him. If 
he were to direct them to rise, our line 
of communication would be in great 
danger, so we wanted him captured. 
The difficulty wns that if a large party 
were sent to his kopje he would have 
early information of its coming and 
would bolt in good time. 
Burnham 


volunteered to go alone atid capture or 
If necessary shoot him. His offer was 
accepted. 


"That night Burnham started out on 


his mission and rode over to the kopje 
where the priest's cave was located. 
He secured an interview with the 
priest by pretending that the latter 
would got a large reward if he would 
intercede with the m'limo to render 
Burnham invulnerable to Matabele bul- 
lets. The priest began to go through 
the ceremony, and Burnham shot him. 
It was a risky game, as iu the next 
valley were camped a large number of 
natives, who had come for a big cere- 
mony with the m'limo the next day. 
Burnham got away all right, although 
he had to gallop for his life, and the 
natives never rose to stop the road."
